In those scattered scenes he ceased to be 
God’s Angry Man, sanctimoniously blessing 
the naked distortions of the Communist 
world-view (1948 version). He appeared 
reasonable and unhysterical; he avoided 
simple-minded. analyses of the motivations 
of other men (which he so bitterly deplores 
when applied to himself). He acknowl- 
edged that not all the answers were con- 
tained in the,Wallace book of revelations. 


Wallace seemed to be pleading most of 
all for rationality and patience in a time 
of atomic agitation; he voiced awareness 
of the magnitude of the problems Mr. Tru- 
man inherited; he had no inelastic formula 
for salvation. But by evening of the same

and responding with a 
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benignly reconcile; as if it had not roots 
in history and in principle. 

This appraisal reflected Wallace's inno- 
cence of world politicai alignments no less 
than of America. He has steadfastly re- 
fused to recognize the existence of a third 
force in contemporary politics at home and 
abroad, He was endeavoring to resurrect 
the shattered dream of the Popular Front. 


Wallace bitterly resented the suggestion 
that he was being “used.” He did not feel 
used. Frankly boasting of his inability to 
identify a Communist when he saw one, he 
could honestly claim that he didn’t know 
what was taking place when words, lines, 
and ideas were carefully fed to him. As 
the campaign progressed he became _ in- 
creasingly insulated from reality. 


All this meant that the base of the Wal- 
lace party—as a functioning mechanism— 
became even narrower than it was when 
he started. The gap between the left-wing 
and the preponderant union forces widened. 


The- result of this deepending split was 
a melancholy spectacle. Wallace had be- 
gun his campaign as the self-descnibed war- 
rion against the princes of privilege. As 
he neared the end of the road he was be- 
laboring the “misleaders of labor” more 
passionately than he condemned the bad 
men of Wall Street. 


Events Proved the Folly 


The Russians were less than helpful to 
the third party cause. Whatever the Rus 
sians were thinking, Wallace’s second great 
miscalculation was his forecast of Soviet 
conduct and American reaction. 


He could not have anticipated that with- 
in a couple of months after he had declared 
for the presidencey, flying the flag of 
peace, a Communist coup would be engi- 
neered in Czechslovakia and Jan Masaryk 
The explosion was 
political, but it was heard around the 
world. Its impact on the Wallace crusade, 
just getting under way, was devastating. 


In the ensuing days Wallace's rationaliza- 
tion for the Soviet stroke became more 
fluent and sweeping. The most signifi- 
eant phase of his argument was Wallace's 
emphatic insistence that there was no di- 
rect link between the actions of native 
Communists and the policies of the Polit- 
buro. He was to make the same point many 
times in the course of the campaign. 


Negative, Rasping, Uncharitable

Our Mexican Citizens

Even before the Okies that John Stein- 
heck made famous, Mexicans were pouring 
into southern California. It was. in the. 
early ‘20s that Mexican-Americans crossing 
the desert from El. Paso began to be called 
“Pachucos.” Settling down among earlier 
Mexican settlers—some of whose ancestors 
had occupied California before the Yan- 
kees arrived—they were nevertheless segre- 
gated from the older community. During 
the "40s their children adopted “zoot suits” 
—“drapes” for trousers and fingertip coats 
—as a kind of defiant group costume and 
talked a mixture of Spanish, English and 
Gypsy that became known as “Pachuco.” 
Then in 1943, came the “zoot-suit riots,” 
which first appeared in the newspapers as 
a joke, then as a terrifying American pat- 
tern of pogrom.
